There were many contributing: reasons for 
the racing season of 1923 being one of the 
most remarkable in the history of the Ameri- 
can turf. These same reasons will always 
make the year stand out prominently in the 
American turf history of all time. The big- 
gest thing of the year* w*as the international 
race at Belmont Park, when Harry F. Sin- 
clair’s peerless three-year-old Zev defeated 
Ben Irish’s Papyrus, winner of the Epsom 
r>erby. Never before in history had a Derby 
winner been sent from England to meet th '2 
best American three-year-old, and the tri- 
umpli of the American colt was an epocii 
that will ever be a brilliant one. 

There have been greater American colts 
than Zev and there have been more famous 
Derby winners than Papyrus, but it was the 
bringing of the tw’o together on an American 
course that made the race such a tremendous 
thing for American racing. 

This same Zev figured in another of the 
epoch-making events of the year when his 
winnings mounted to a figure surpassing all 
American and English records. Old Exter- 
minator had been striving valiantly to equal 
the American record of winnings estab- 
lished by Man o’ War when he reached a 
total of $249,465. The old gelding had almost 
reached over that mark when he was forced 
into retirement by infirmity, and then Zev 
climbed in winnings until he had reached 
$1196,673.57, establishing a new mark that may 
stand for many a day. 

SURPASSES KEEXE RECORD. 

AMiile on the question of winnings, it was 
natural that Harry F. Sinclair’s Rancocas ; 
Stable should establish another record, and ; 
tliat was for stable winnings. Until this 
wonderful season it was the late James R. i 
Keene w’ho held the record, when in 1907 I 
horses bearing his silks were winners of | 
$397,342. The Rancocas Stable in 1923 earned 
in .stakes and purses $438,849. i 

All of this w'ill be told in statistics pub ] 
lished in this same review of the year, and [ 
there will be no further attempt here to go j 
into that phase of the racing for the year. The j 
figures are given simply to show’ the new* j 
era of turf prosperity that has coma to i 
America. 

Of the three -year-olds that performed, the j 
palm had to go to Zev by reason of his | 
mighty accomplishments, and his most seri-i 
ous rival was Carl Wiedemann’s In Memo- 
riam, a colt that confined his racing efforts 
to the Kentucky tracks. In May Zev had ! 
beaten In Memoriam soundly in the run- 
ning of the Kentucky Derby, but later in the 
year In Memoriam reached a form that dis- 
counted his Derby performance and one of 
the greatest races of the year was a match 
between these tw’O great three-year-olds in 
which Zev was only winner by a nose. In 
fact,, many w’ho .saw the race pronounced In ; 
Memoriam a better colt. He may have been ; 
on -that day, but he had improved greatly 
over his earlier form, while it was evident 
tliat Zev^ was beginning to feel the effects ' 
of his long and arduous campaign and w’as | 
n«)t as good a colt in the running of the match , 
as he had been earlier in the year. For a 
time Admiral .Cary T. Grayson’s My Own 
loomed up as a po.sslbls champion, but he 
was pretty well eliminated before the end 
of the year, so that the three-year-old story 
is pretty well told with the performances of 
Zev and In Memoriam. 

TWO. YEAR-OLD SITUATION. 

It must be admitted that 1923 was not what 
could be called a good year for the two-year- 
olds. That is to say, it wras not a truly first - 
cla.ss crop that performed in the races. Of j 
the juveniles the three that stood out were 
George D. Widener’s St. James, the largest 
money-winning tw’o-year-old of the year; 
Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt II. ’s Sarazen, and i 
John S. AVard's Wise Counsellor. ^ 

Of the.se Sarazen was unbeaten, but the 
fact that he is a gelding prevented him from ! 
appearing in many of the best of the stakes 
for those of his age. This prevented his | 
coming into competition w’ith the best of ! 
them and he was never opposed by either | 
St. James or Wise Counsellor. As for Wise j 
Counsellor, he had so few big engagements, i 
and none in New’ York, that his opportuni- , 
ties were more or less limited, so that these _ 
three were never brought together, and good ; 
judges disagree as to w’hich one w’as the 
champion. 

For a time Happy Thoughts was hailed as : 
best of them all and she performed bril- | 
llantly until she was soundly beaten by Sara-; 
len in a match. For that race there was an 1 
excuse of rather a bad track condition, but j 
It would be a wide stretch of the imagination 
to give her a place with St. James, Sarazen ; 
and Wise Counsellor. j 

It was a year that was remarkable for its ! 
match races. When the committee of the 
Jockey Club, composed of August Belmont, 
Robert L. Gerry, Joseph E. Widener, William j 
Woodward and Walter S. Vosburgh, brought! 
about the great international event between j 
Zev and Papyrus there followed an epidemic 
of nuitches. Sarazen and Happy Thoughts 
were brought together, with Sarazen the 
winner, and later Zev and In Memoriam met 
in their nerve-w’racking struggle at Churchill | 
Downs, with Zev the winner. Sf^veral other 
matches were suggested throughout the year, | 
ajid there was more match race interest than 
has been enjoyed for many a year. I 

Little Ivan I’arke was the out.standing ] 
Jockey development when he headed the list 
for the number of winners, but Earl Sandc, 
first jockey for the Rancocas Stable, re- 
mained the champion rider for accomplish- 
ment in the big events of the turf. 

There was another happening of the year 
of great importance in the importation of a 
number of foreign-bred jumpers. These im- 
portations were nvide by a subscription plan j 



North American Continent 



Thoroughbred racing on the North American continent yielded the stupendous sum of 
♦9,675,760 during the year 1923. This represents a gain of more than 1500,000 over the 
record-breaking returns of 1922, though there was no racing at Dade Park, Kentucky, nor at 
the old Windsor Jockey Club track and at several of the minor courses in Canada which were 
in operation the previous year. The curtailment in Canada because of excessive government ! 
tax is reflected in the comparison of the figures of 1922 when the tracks of the Dominion 
returned $1,785,045 to $1,595,295 in 1923, a loss of nearly $190,000. This loss was offset by 
increased distributions by the leading racing organizations in the United States and the opening 
of new fields of racing in various parts of the country. The growing prosperity of the American 
turf is strikingly illustrated in the yearly returns from 1913 to 1923 inclusive, which show a 
gain of nearly $7,000,000 in ten years. Here are the figures:

The Kentucky Jockey Club, operating the Churchill Downs and Latonia tracks, was the 
largest contributor to the total for the year. At Latonia $894,709 was distributed and at | 
Churchill Downs $462,065, making a total of $1,356,774 for that progressive racing organization 
of the Blue Grass state. The Westchester Racing Association was the leader in the East, con- 
tributing $663,151. The Maryland Jockey Club, which conducts the racing at Pimlico, gave 
$467,687 and the Saratoga Racing Association $407,789. The leader among the winter racing 
organizations was the Tijuana Jockey Club with $724,550 to its credit. The following are the 
leaders in respect to money distribution during the year :

The benefits to 
steeplechasing: from this plan will be enjoyed 
this year, and it is assured that 1924 will 
mark a widely renewed interest in that pic- 
turesque end of the sport. 

Another of the promises for 1924 is the 
coming of Pierre Wertheimer’s Epinard, the 
champion Frencn three-year-old of 1923. It 
would have added greatly to the immense in- 
terest in the Zev- Papyrus match had it been 
a three-cornered sweepstake, with Epinard 
as the third colt, but the next best thing 
has been accomplished in tne assurance from 
the French sportsman that he will send his 
great colt to America this year for racing in 
New’ York and Kentucky. 

Altogether the 1923 racing season was one 
of truly sensational interest and a year that 
created an altogether new interest in the 
turf. It brought the thoroughbred before 
the public at his best and should have a 
lasting benefit for the future.

The fastest mile run during 1923 was 
when Chern' B»e established a new 
American record of 1 :35 2-5 for the 
distance at Belmont I’ark, September 
3. Little rhief ran a mile in 1:35 4-5 
at the same track on September 1. The 
next fastest mile was that of Brain- 
storm, in 1 :36 1-5, at Belmont l*ark, 
Sept€*mber 11.

The history of American stake races and 
the great horses that contested in them has 
always proved popular reading for those 
interested in the thoroughbred and the grrand 
.sport of racing. To such it w’ill be of more 
than pa.ssing notice that during the year 
just closed there were si.x American stake 
races decided of a greater value than $50,- 
000. The richest was the International 
Match between Zev and Papyrus, in which 
Zev’s share w’as $80,600 for defeating Ben 
Irish’s Epsom Derby winner at Belmont 
Park on October 20. 

The second largest prize of the year was 
also run at Belmont Park. It was the Fu- 
turity, in W’hich George D. AA’idener’s St. 
James was winner, earning the princely sum 
of $64,810. The third best was run at La- 
tonia, in Kentucky’, when Carl Wiedemann’s 
In Memoriam was victorious in the Latonia 
Championship. Then it was the Maryland 
Jockey Club at Pimlico, in Mary'land, that 
figured w’hen Edward R. Bradley’s Beau 
Butler captured the Pimlico Futurity worth 
$54,030. Kentucky had the honor of the next 
in value in its Kentucky Derby, run at 
Churchill Downs, by Zev. It was worth 
$53,600. The remaining $50,000 stake was 
the Preakness of the Mary land Jockey Club, 
at Pimlico, and its $52,000 fell to AValter J. 
Salmon’s VigiL 

Two of the stakes, of the year did not 
miss the $50,000 mark far when the Ken- 
tucky Special, tliat went to H. P. Headley’s 
Chacolet, was worth $49,350, and the Hopeful, 
w’on by Walter M. Jeffords’ Diogenes bring- 
ing $46,800. 

MANY RICH STAKES. 

The Belmont Stakes, won by the champion 
Zev, was a $38,000 race and there were five 
other stakes of 1923 that reached far over 
the $20,000 mark. In short, there were 
twenty races during the year where the 
prize was in excess of $15,000 in value. 

With such prizes it is small wonder that 
Zev eclipsed the record of Man o’ War and 
set a new mark. His name figures frequently 
in the roll of honor for the princely prizes 
and his one victory over Papyrus, with its 
$80,600 prize, would have a high place among 
the money winners of the year without his 
many other brilliant achievements.

Steeplecha.sing gained many new friends 
during the year just closed. The subscrip- 
tion plan of importing suitable steeplechasing 
material from abroad and distributing the 
horses by lot had a w’holesome (effect on 
the sport through the field. New York and 
Maryland, as well as (Canada, provided a 
number of valuable stake features for the 
jumpers and in every way possible encour- 
aged that fascinating branch of racing. The 
richest stake of the year for steeplechasers 
was the Brook Cup, run at Belmont I’ark and 
W’on by Not Much, one of the foreigpi impor- 
tations. The net value of the race was $9,675.

His Greatest Tear. 



One of the outstanding incidents in con- 
nection with the racing of 1923 was the re- 
markable riding of Ivan Parke. Seldom has 
a youngster of such tender years and little 
experience reached the pinnacle of fame in 
such a short time as did this apprentice, who 
began his turf career at Tijuana early in 
1923. He was a .sensation in the far West, 
but it was not until in the fall on the Ken- 
tucky circuit that he attracted country- wide 
attention. How he succeeded in taking the 
lead of the American jockeys for the year 
and holding it to the end is now common 
knowledge among followers of the sport. 
Parke finished the year fvith a total of 170 
winners out of 714 mounts for the excellent 
percentage of .24. P. Walls was his closest 
rival at the finish, the contract rider for 
the J. K. Jj. Ross stable having 149 winners 
to his credit. L. Mc.Atee made a splendid 
showing throughout the year. Earl Sande, 
the peer of the present-day riders, enjoyed 
his most successful year. He had the high- 
est percentage of all, ;28, and finished fourth 
on the list in respect to number of winners 
ridden.

Fails to Secure Desired Legisla- 
tive Belief — Hawthorne Con- 
ducts Another Meeting. 



The first organizetl movement to secure 
legislation that would permit wagering on 
racing in the state of Illinois developed dur- 
ing the spring of 1923. It went so far that 
a bill presented to the state senate was given 
a hearing and for a time it was thought 
that there was an excellent chance for its 
passage. How'ever, such a happy realization 
was denied local lovers of the horse and 
racing, but they w’ere satisfied that an at- 
tempt had been made and anticipate further 
efforts in that direction this year. 

There was some racing in Chicago during 
1923. The Illinois Jockey Club helcf a twrenty- 
five day meeting at Ha.wthorne, beginning on 
Saturday, June 30, and continuing to and in- 
cluding Saturday, July 28. The most im- 
portant feature of the Hawthorne meeting 
was the Illinois Derby of $10,000, which was 
won by In Memoriam. It was at Hawthorne 
that the unbeaten Sarazen made his turf 
debut and he won two races there before 
going to Saratoga to astonish the East with 
his great and all-conquering speed. Large 
and enthusiastic crowds journeyed to the 
Cicero course to see their favorite sport and 
! gave further evidence of the popularity of 
I ^n amusement long denied them at home. In 
thi» connection it may be well to note here 
that it required several special trains to 
carry Chicago sportsmen to Kentucky to 
witness the Derby in the spring -and the Zev- 
In Memoriam race in the fall.
